If the Democrats follow the lead of their 
party associates in the House the Senate 
would vote for the Morris amendment re- 
moving the additional protective duty on 
refined sugar, and then would pass the reci- 
procity. measure in that form, practically 
as passed by the House today. In that case 
it would become a law and the Cubans would 
get some reciprocity on their tobacco, but 
practically none on their sugar. 


Would Kill Raw Sugar Market. 

Germany, France, Austria, and Russia are 
how called upon to supply the raw sugar 
needed by the United States. If the addi- 
tional duty on refined sugar is removed. 
those countries will, of course, send to the 
United States refmed sugar instead of raw 
sugar. The beet sugar factories of the 
United States will then be forced either -to- 
go out of business entirely or to go into the 
business of refining sugar on their own 
account. 

In either event there would be no demand 
for Cuban raw sugar in the United States, 
and the Cubans then would be forced to go 
into the refining business, too. Meanwhile 
there would be no demand in the United 
States for the entire sugar crop of Hawali, 
which also produces raw sugar. ‘ts. 

The adjustment of this state of affairs, it

Beet Industry Faces Ruin. 

The beet sugar men, therefore, are not 
only in open rebellion against a Republican 
administration but are confronted with a 
situation they had not bargained for, be- 
cause the amendment they adopted to kill the 
bill hag actually been passed by the House, 
ahd, so far as can be discovered, the Demo- 
crats in the Sénate control the situation and 
can, by a series of combinations, pass a law 
which will not only be an admitted violation 
of the Republican protective principle but 
which, at the same time, will. be absolutely 
destructive to the beet sugar industry of 
the United States. The situation is a per- 
plexing one from every point of view, but 
even the beet sugar men themselves freely 
admit that today’s proceedings in the House 
have destroyed all party discipline, and 
probably will enable the Democrats to gain 
a large number of seats in @ie next House. 

The old-time Republican leaders are dis- 
mayed as well as angry. 

“Republican party organization for the 
remainder of this Congress,’’ said General 
Grosvenor tonight, ‘‘is irrevocably.

, Will Affect Fall Elections. 

“Will the action of the House this after- 
noon have. any effect on the Congressional 
elections this fall?’’ the General was asked.

Today's votes need to be analyzed carefully 
to determine where men stand, because dif- 
ferent issues were presented so rapidly in the 
House that certain record votes are likely 
to be misieading. 


Three Tests of Strength. 

There were three general tests which must 
be considered together. In ‘the first place, 
Mr. Morris of Minnesota offered his amend- 
ment to the Cuban reciprocity bill reported 
by the House. The Morris amendment re- 
moves the differential duty on refined sugar 
and fixes the tariff the same or approximate- 
ly the same for the refined as for the raw 
material. On this amendment Mr. Sherman, 
the chairman of the Committee of the Whale, 
ruled that the subject matter was clearly not 

_ germane to a bill providing solely reciprocity 
with Cuba, because the Morris amendment 
provided for a general reduction of the tariff 
from all countries, whereas the ways and 
means measure was intentionally confined 
io one country, toward which the United 
States bore pectliar relations. 

There was not the slightest doubt from a 
parliamentary view that the ruling of the 
ehair was entirely correct, Nevertheless the 
ruling was not sustained. This action being 
in the Committee of the Whole a record vote 
was not taken. The members passed be- 
tween tellers and were counted, showing that 
the chair was overruled by a vote of.171 to 
190. As nearly as could be ascertained by 
watching the faces as they passed between 
the tellers thirty-seven Republicans voted 
to overrule the chair on a point of order 
about which no high school parliamentarian 
could hesitate for a moment.

The 
affirmative vote was made up of 64 Repub- 
licans and 135 Democrats. 

The sixty-four Republicans were not by any 
means all beet sugar men, as was shown by 
subsequent votes. Many of those who had 
voted to sustain the chair in ruling out the 
Morris amendment voted finally in favor of 
it as a matter of principle, because, while 
they believed it was not germiane, they de- 
sired to put themselves on rfcord as opposed 
to any kind of protection to the sugar trust.

Senate May Prepare New Bill. 

The overwhelming Republican vote in fa- 
vor of the bill after it was amended in oppo- 
sition to the general tariff amendments ig 
Warrant enough for the Senate Republicans 
to go ahead and perfect a bill, and this is 
what they intend to do, 

When the House bill reaches the Senate 
it will be referred to the Committee on Cy- 
ban Relations, of which Senator Platt of 
Connecticut is chairman. It has been an 
open secret for some time that there are a 
large number of Republican Senators—prob- 
ably as many as fifteen—who are strongly 
opposed to the passage of any Cuban tariff 
bill at this session, and they have declared 
all along they would have the strength to 
prevent any bill from coming to avote.

Washington, D..C., April 18—When the 
House met today at 11 o’clock there wasa 
prospect of a memorable session ahead. 

Mr. Richardson of Tennessee, the Demo- 
cratic leader, the first speaker today. made 
a careful, dispassionate speech, explaining 
why he had voted In favor of reporting the 
bill. He stated frankly that he doubted 
whether the enactment of the bill would do. 
much to bring about the reciprocal trade re- 
lations between Cuba and the United States 
which was earnestly to be desired. But he 
had voted for it in the hope that it might ac- 
complish something. It would at least re- 
duce by 20 per cent the outrageously high 
rates of the Dingley law so-far as Cuba was 
concerned,. 

These high rates could not stand, and, he 


said, Mr. Grosvenor's speech a few days ago 


was a warning of the coming storm. He 
thought the time for a revision of the tariff 
was at hand, and the fact that the pending‘ 
bill began it in a modest way commended the 


measure to him.

It was agreed late tonight by the Foreign 
Affairs committee of the House to send the 
Chinese exclusion 
bill to conference for 
the purpose of mak- 
ing some minor cor- 
rections and then 
having the House ac- 
cept the bill as passed by the Senate. The 
Pacific coast Representatives generally have 
agreed that it will be better to accept the 
Senate substitute, which contains about all 
they have been fighting for, than to take the 
chances of a prolonged digagreement be- 
tween the two Houses of Congress. 

The present exclusion law expires on May 
5, two weeks from next Monday, and the 
sentiment displayed in the Senate was par- 
ticularly strong against the House meas- 
ure. The Pacific coast Representatives in- 
formed Mr. Hitt that they would accept the 
Senate bill with certain minor changes in 
phraseology. The Conference committee 
will report an agreement tomorrow or Mon- 
day, and the two Houses will at once adopt 
the conference report, so that it will be in 
the hands of the President in time for him to 
give it ample consideratfon before the pres- 
ent law expires by limitation. 

The Pacific coast people say the Senate 
substitute will keep out Chinese, whichis 
what they are after. They would have liked 
to pass the paragraph prohibiting the use of 
Chinese on American vessels as a matter of 
sentiment,. but they knew the paragraph 
would have to contain provisos of such a 
character as would nullify the prohibition of 
the employment of Chinese. Pacific Mail and 
other steamers running into Chinese ports 
would, of course, have to man their ships 
with Chinese sailors if it became absolutely 
necessary, and there would be no means of 
determining in this country whether a neces- 
sity actually existed in a foreign port or not. 
Of course if a:ship took on a dozen or twenty 
Chinese sailors they would have to be re- 
tained on reaching this country, and when 
carried back to China they could not be dis- 
charged without creating a serious vacancy 
in the list of the ship’s crew. In this way, of 
necessity, ships running between San Fran- 
cisco and the Orient must at all times carry 
a considerable percentage of foreign sailors. 

There is no doubt at all that the President 
will sign the bill as agreed upon by the con- 
ferees, because this compromise measure is 
entirely satisfactory to the State depart- 
ment, inasmuch as it is not in violation of the 
present treaty with China.

The submission of the 
question to a plebiscite of the burghers is 
according to Boer law, which requires the 
leaders of armed forees in the field to take 
the opinion of their followers before con- 
cluding peace. 

It is officially denied that Boer leaders 
went to Pretoria at the suggestion of the 
British authorities. The action of the Boers 
was entirely spontaneous, and this is re- 
garded here as the best evidence of a genuine 
desire to bring about a settlement by peace- 
ful negotiations, and as being indicative of 
the character of the advice which will be 
given to the burghers by the leaders who 
we now returning to their various com- 
mands.

TAKE BOND FOR RATHBONE 


AUDIENCIA STRETCHES POINT OF 
LAW TO OBLIGE WooD. 


Press Criticises Order Making Judicial 
Appointments Permanent Before 
Palma's Inauguration—Charges Are 
General That the Bench Is Incom- 


petent and Corrupt—Governor’s 


tion Called Arbitrary—Havana to

HAVANA, April 18.—The Audiencia has ac- 
cepted the $100,000 bond of the Fidelity com- 
pany as bail for Major Rathbone. The court 
finds that notwithstanding the Fiscal main- 
tained that the bond is not strictly legal 
its acceptance is in accordance with article 


'3 of order 97 of 1899. In its decisign the court 
refers to the Fiscal’s contention that Rath- 
‘bone is a citizen of a country where such a 


bond would be admitted, and that the United 
States and its citizens should be shown 
every consideration by Cuba. The court 
gives other reasons also for accepting the 
bond. Yesterday General Wood wrote to 
the Fiscal to the effect that hein his capacity 
of Military Governor requested the legal ob- 
jections, if there were any, be waived by the 
court and the bail accepted. He.said he was 
aware that the Fiscal, the Audiencia, and the 
Supreme Court did not consider the bond of 
the Fidelity company to be strictly legal, 
but he wished it to be accepted in order that 
Rathbone should have every chance to bene- 
fit by the same bail he would enjoy in his 
own country until the Supreme Court passes 
upon the case. 

The court requires, however, that the bond 
be drawn before a notary. This involves 
much time and expense, as the notaries’ fees 

| Rathbone’ 
attorneys insist that the habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings be continued, and claim that the 
bond should be drawn before the court, as is 
customary, without further delay or further 
expense. 

The habeas corpus petition will be heard 
tomorrow. A number of Cuban Senators and 
Representatives have sent a petition to Pres- 
ident-elect Estrada Palma, at Gibara, peti- 
tioning him to ask the United States to par- 
don ail Americans now under arrest in Cuba. 
Rathbone’'s case seems to have stirred Cuban

NEW CANAL TERMS ANNOUNCED 


of Strip Across Isthmus 
Is Presented. 


Washington, D. C., April 18.—The Colom- 
bian canal protocol, which was delivered at 
the State department on April 1, and after- 
ward recalled by Minister Concha for modifi- 
cations, was presented again to Secretary 
Hay today. 7 

The proposal as to the price is set out as 
follows:. One year after the exchange of 
ratifications of a treaty the United States 
shall pay Colombia the lump sum of §7,000,- 
000. This figure will represent fourteen 
years’ rental at $500,000 a year. At the end 
of the fourteen years’ period the price which 
the United States shall pay each year is to 
be fixed by mutual consent of the two coun- 
tries. In case the parties cannot agree upon 
a sum it will be left to an arbitrator selected 
between the two governments. 

The protocol provides for the appointment 
of a joint commission representing Colom- 
bia and the United States, which will arrdnge 
and provide for all matters pertaining to the 
administration of affairs within the proposed 
canal belt, including the membership of the 
mixed tribunals for the administration of 
justice and other — necessary to the joint 
occupation of the belt.

T@ complainant is Mrs. Christine Larsen, 
a dressmaker, who occupies one of Mr. 
Stone’s flats at 4533 State street. 
charges her landlord with striking her in the 
face during a struggle which followed his re- 
moval of the doors of the flat and a section of 
pipe from the kitchen stove. 

Mr. Stone is 85 years old and resides at 
4816 Michigan avenue. The records of the 
Fiftieth Street Police Station show him to 
be the oldest person arrested within the last 
four years on tHe chapge of assauit and bat- 
tery. Notwithstanding his advanced years 
and his great wealth, Mr. Stone insists that 
he can attend to his business in person better 
than anybody else can, and declares he was 
fulity justified in following the tactics of 
which Mrs. Larsen complains. 


: Wanted to Oust Her. 

** Of course I tore down the doors because 
I wanted that woman to move out,” said Mr. 
Stone last night, after he had visited the 
police station in answer to the warrant and 


his own recognizance. ‘i took down the 
stovepipe because the stove belonged to me. 
She never was accepted by meas a tenant, 
and I have begun civil proceedings against 


her.’”’ 


“Door” Campaign Opened. 

Mrs. Larsen says she has been occupying 
the second floor of the house owned by Mr. 
Stone for nearly a month, and while admit- 
ting that she was $7 behind in her rent, she 
declares that her ‘* millionaire landlord had 
not taken a legal course in. trying to eject 
her from the place.’’ She is employed in a 
doakmaking establishment at 270 Fifth 
avenue. 

*“* Mr. Stone called on me for the first time 
last Wednesday,’’. said Mrs. Larsen. “1 
owed him $7, but did not have that much 
money when he called. } 

“‘ After he went away I went out to buy a 
small supply of coal and to look for an- 
other flat into which I could move as soon as 
I settled my rent. 
and to my surprise I found that the door to 
my bedroom, opening into the hall d been 
taken from its hinges.

GUESS SUM TO BE REALIZED. 


“The decision of the British government 
to enforce the crimes act in Ireland indi- 
cates it is hard hit by our movement,” de- 
clared William Redmond on his arrival at 
the Palmer House last night after a ten 
days’ trip through the West in the interest 
of the United Irish League of America. He 
was accompanied by President John F. Fin- 
erty of the league. . 

Their first act was to bredk the seal of 
the cablegram appealing for the support and 
the sympatky of the American people, which 
awaited them at the hotel. It was signed 
by John E. Redmond and John Dillon. It 
was as follows: 

‘‘Government proclaimed nine counties 
and Cities of Cork and Waterford under co- 
ercion act, suppressing trial by jury and 
other valuable portions of constitution; also 
the right of public meeting and all personal 
liberty. At the mercy of the agents of the 
executive. We appeal for the sympathy and 
support of our people in the contest.’’ 


Calls Move a Good Sign. 


‘We are not surprised at this latest move 
of the British government,’ continued Mr. 
Redmond. ‘It is a fine sign. Everything 
we have gained in the past has been pre- 
ceded by the enforcement or attempted en- 
forcement of the crimes act. It alwaysisan 
indication of the weaknesses of the govern- 
ment. 

‘“‘As a matter of fact, a large part of Ire-°: 
land is being coerced at the present time, and 
this is only an extension, From the govern- 
ment ‘viewpoint I have no hesitation in de- 


‘| claring this policy a serious blunder, and I 


think they will soon see the evil effects. 

“It simply is a return to the conditions of 
Parnell’s time. I have said there might 
come a time when force would become neces- 
sary in our struggle, but 1 do not say that 
time has come.” | 

Asked what support and sympathy the 
Irish movement hoped for in America, Mr. 
Redmond replied: : 

** That is hardly a question I care to an- 
swer, but during our trip we have been 
warmly welcomed at every place we have 
visited. Some of our meetings have been a 
revelation to me. I shall returm home as 
soon as possible. I shall leave for Pittsburg 
tomorrow morning, where I will be joined by 
Joseph Deviin. I shall return to Chicago in 
a few days.”’ 


Will Give All Aid Possible. 


** We shall render all the support we are 
capable of giving,’ declared President Fin- 
erty. ‘‘ The cablegram is addressed to me as 
the President of theleague and the organiza- 
tion will put forward its best efforts to give 
substantial support to our fellows in the 
great struggle.’’ 

Mr. Finerty refused to estimate the pos- 
sible extent of financial support the league 
will give towards contesting the enforce- 
ment of the new policy. 

‘“‘The Irish people- in America and the 
Irish-Americans who take any interest in 
the affairs of their country will no doubt 
listen to any appeal that Mr. Redmond 
would make to them,” said John T. Keating 
last evening. ‘‘ There must be certain pro- 
visions made, however, before they will 
grant any request for aid. The people in 
this country have come to realize that they 
can accomplish nothing by fighting their 
battles in the Parliament of England. Ifthe 
Nationalists ask for funds to fight for a 
house Mke the House of Burgesses, which 
existed in the colonies previous to the revo- 
lution, aid to accomplish this end will be 
given them.” 


Expects $150,000 Will Be Raised.

The right way to give to a charity is to 
give. That is the way to which Chicagoans 
are becoming accustomed, The Bureau of 
Charities has found that at the present 
time direct subscription is coming in and 
charity promotion is going out. No on@ex- 
cept the promoter will be sorry. The more 
direct subscription there is the better it

MEDICINE FOR THE BEEF TRUST. 

The beef trust has been indicted by public 
opinion and is on trial. 
gated by the Attorney General. of the 
United States and by, the New York State 
authorities. It is in that State at this mo- 
ment that the cqmplaints against it are 
most bitter, for the suffering its alleged 
misdeeds have caused is most intense there. 

The list of offenses charged is a long 
one. It ineludes boycotting, blacklisting, 
the ruin of competitors, the restriction of 
supply, the regulation of prices, and the 
establishment of a system by which all re- 
tailers of meat are made its servants. The 
broad charge which sums up the asserted 
imiquities of the trust is that it is a mon- 
opoly, which has made meat dear and is de- 
priving the ‘laboring poor of a food they 
need to maintain the efficiency of their 
labor. 

¥ecause of the odium which inevitably 
attaches to a “trust,” it is often held re- 
sponsible for many |things which are not 
of its procurement. | It is not certain that 
the burdensome advance in the price of 
beef is due to the machinations of the beef 
Trusts do not always operate to ad- 
vance prices. They do not always wish to 
advance prices for fear of the effect on 
consumption. They are satisfied some- 
times with the profits obtained from econo- 
mies in production and distribution. The 
greater relative advance in the price of cat- 
tle on the hoof than of that of dressed beef 
gées to show that a scarcity of cattle has 
something to do with the almost prohibitory 
price of beef. 

This much can be said about the beet 
trust. One of its great objects—as with 


itors. It is unscrupulous in carrying out 
its policy. No doubt unfairness and op- 
pression have been resorted to in smaller 
places, especially in the East, whence come 
the loudest complaints. No doubt local 
butchers, carrying on a legitimate trade in 
a fair manner and selling meat at reason- 
able prices, have been driven out of busi- 
ness by the methods of the trust.’ It has 
undersold them—has sold below cost some- 
' times—in order to break down its rivals. 
It has adopted illegitimate methods to sup- 
press competition and establish a monopoly. 

Doubtless the trust has done all that lies 
in its power to beat down the price of cattle 
on the hoof and obtain complete control of 
the market by paying lower rates at the 
Stock-Yards for its own suppMes than the 
farmer or stock raiser would obtain in a 
fair, open market. The trust, owing to its 
large purchases, is able to bear the market 
when it buys and to bull the market when 
it sells. To the extent that the trust con-_ 
siders it expedient to raise prices and op- 
press consumers it will do so. It is not’ 
scrupulous or squeamish. It will go as far 
as it thinks it ean safely go, and no farther. 

The beef trust is just about ripe for in- 

vestigation. Tue TRIBUNE does not care 
how thorough and searching it is. If there 
is any law to control the operations of a 
monopoly which seeks to “corner” the 
food of the people and add to its cost, it 
should be enforced.. If there is no law, a 
law should be enacted. We believe it is 
proper to go to the utmost degree in the 
effort to control, break up, or prevent 
monopolies of necessaries and to punish 
the persons engaged in them. | 

Stil there should be no mistake about 

it—no underestimating of the difficulties. 
It is not an easy thing-to do, though it has 
been tried from the days of Joseph and his 
brethren to the present time. Laws of this 
nature have often been found as difficult of 
enforcement as those designed to keep the 
precious metals in a country or requiring 
men to buy and sell at fixed prices in a 
depreciating currency without regard to 
the actual value of commodities. 

We would not mind seeing the persons 
unlawfully engaged in combinations which 
have raised the price of beef, including 
some of their railroad accomplices, put on 
trial, and, if found guilty, severely pun- 
ished. A few healthy examples would be 
useful to the community, and might serve 
to appease public opinion, which, at the 
. present time, is not in an amiable mood.

} comes to an end. Indeed so great Is the ex- 
pense involved by the putting of the Mont- 
calm into shape for M. Loubet’s visit to 
the Czar that the money would have gone a 


‘| long way towards the pufchase of a yacht. 


Accordingly designs have been called for, 
and a yacht is to be built for the President 
of the republic.on the same lines as those 
of the Kaiser's yacht Hohenzollern, which, 
while useful for purposes of entertainment 
on a magnificent scale, and for state voyages 
in times of péace, is so:adapted that it can 
be readily converted into a fleet cruiser in 
time of war. | 

It may be questioned whether it would 
not be well to provide the President of the 
United States with a yacht and a railroad 
train in the same way as the Chief Magis- 
trate of the French repubjic. The master of 
the White House is frequently called upon to 
make official trips to one or another remote 
portions of that immense continent over 
which the Stars and Stripes flutter in the 
breeze. On such occasions he has invaria- 
bly until now been obliged to accept the loan 
of the private car of this or of that railroad 
President, thus placing himself under an 
obligatiog to the latter which is not in keep- 
ing with the dignity of his illustrious office. 

It was the sentiment that the French Presi- 


qf the various railroad companies in France 
that led the French people to provide their 
élected ruler with a railroad train of his 
own, and in this country feelings of the 
fame kind should prompt the people of the 
United States to provide their President with 
a railroad train of hisown. Indeed, he needs 
it a great deal more than the French Chief 
Magistrate. For in view of the fact that 
France is not much bigger than a single State 
of the Union, the distances which he is 
called upon to travel are immeasurably 
greater. 

In the same way the President of the 
United States should be provided with an 
official yacht, carried, like the Kaiser's 
Hohenzollern, like King Edward's Victoria 
and Albert, and like President Loubet’s new 
yacht, upon the list of the navy,-manned by 
United States sailors, and capable of being 
converted into a warship in time of hos- 
tilities. This would be more appropriate 
than having to content himself with the in- 
different accommodations of the Dolphin, or 
any old revenue cutter than happens to be 
available at the moment. ot 

| 

Apropos of President Loubet’s visit to St. 
Petersburg, it will last four days—namely: 
from May 20 to May 24—and he will go and 
return by sea. Emperor William will be the 
next foreign ruler to visit Russia, having 
been invited by the Czar to take pagt in the 
great naval maneuvers off Reval... He, too, 
will go and return by water. Indeed, it is 
possible that he will not land at all. King 
Edward is to pay a state visit to Russia in 
August, and will take part in the great army 
maneuvers held by the Czar in the neigh- 
borhood of Kursk and Wjasma. 

A good deal of comment has been created 
by the avoidance of all reference to the new 
Prince of Munster-Derneburg in connection 
with his father’s obituaries, and also by the 
fact that all the telegrams of condolence 
from foreign royalties and statesmen were 
addressed, not to the eldest son—that is to 
say, to the new Prince—but to hig younger 
brother, Count Alexander, who is likewise 
now in possession of all the family estates 
and heirlooms. 

It may be therefore just as well to explain 
that the late Prince and veteran statesman 


| and diplomat had not been on speaking terms 


or had indeed held any intercourse whatso- 
ever with his eldest son for years prior to 
his death. Ernest, for that is the name of 
the disinherited son, first of all angered his 
father by marrying the Roumanian “ Prin- 
cess'"’ Melanie Gheika against his wishes, 
and then indulged in such insane extrava- 
gance and resorted to sd many peculiar 
methods of raising the financial wind that 
his father and the remaining members of 
the family applied to the courts and got him 
placed under what is known as “ curate] ’’— 
that is to say, reduced him by judicial decree 
to the civic and financial condition of a minor 
or of a lunatic. 

In one word, the new Prince is much in 
the same position as an undischarged bank- 
rupt, and only a few months ago he appeared 
before the Viennese courts charged with 
having concealed this fact from some people 
from whom he had been successful in bor- 
rowing money. The Austrian tribunals, 
however, acquitted him of criminal intent 
in concealing the fact that he was under a 
*“‘curatel.”” He has a son 17 years of age, 
and it is only if the latter dies without issue 
that Count Alexander will inherit the prince- 
ly title now borne by his brother. whi 

A rather interesting centennial has just 
been celebrated at Vienna—namely: that of 
the personal bodyguard or Garde de Corp of 
the Emperor. The corps was founded just 
100 years ago by Emperor Francis I., who 
made it a sine qua non that each man should 
be decorated with the medal for valor. The 
regiment, which numbers over 300 men, took 
the place of the former Swiss guard, and to- 
day every private of the corps must have 
attained the rank of non-commissioned offi- 
cer in the regular army before he is allowed 
to join. Indeed, only the best non-commis- 
sioned officers are selected, and to them is 
intrusted not merely the guard of the im- 
perial palace at Vienna but likewise the per- 
sonal safety of the monarch. 

They are all splendid looking men, their 
stature being increased by their helmet with 
‘its black horse hair, while their dark uni- 
form, with its black polished leather belts, 
serves to add to the distinction of their ap- 
pearance. They always carry their rifle on 
the left shoulder so as to leave their right 
hand at liberty to assist, protect, or shield 
those illustrious personages over whose 
safety they are supposed to watch.

WAR ON THE MEAT 


RETAILERS PREPARE TO ORGAN- 
IZE AND FIGHT BACK. | 


Prices Continue to Soar, the Poor Are 
Unable to Buy, and the Men Who 
Sell to the Consumers Are Forced to 
Do Business Without Profit—Fed- 
eral Agents Making an Investiga- 
tion—Part Played by the Railroads 
—Say Cattle Are Scarce.

12 to 15 cents a pound. If cut into pork 
chops the price was quoted at from 12% to 
16 cents.

Pure lard required the purchaser to pro-. 


duce 11 and 12 cents a pound; 7 and 8 cents 
was a good price heretofore.

Bacon went at from 14% to 
16 cents and even higher at the smaller 
markets. 

Prices for mutton called for 16 or 18 cents 
for each pound. A whole sheep brought little 
reduction, as the purchaser had to pay 11 
cents a pound.

Butter signs read ‘ 33 cents a pound.” 

Eggs sold at from 16 to 18 cents, or about 
4 cents above the normal price for this 
period of the year.

Little Profit for Dealers. 


Dealers themselves are forced to pay with- 
in one-half to one-quarter cents of the retail 
prices. 

“It’s simply a case of where we lose 
money or make only a thin margin of profit,”’ 
said one of the men who supplies the larger 
hotels and the big clubs of the city. ‘* But 
we've got to stand it and keep our prices at 
rock bottom in order to hold our.customers.

Government Takes a Hand. 


Chicago is held up as the real center of the 
great combination. Kansas City and Omaha 
are held to be ‘* side centers,’’ and on this 
hypothesis a governmental investigation is 
now under way to determine the exact opera- 
tions of this gigantic trade combine. 

District Attorney Bethea is securing infor- 
mation. His orders came from Attorney 
General Knox at Washington, and agents 
under his direction are gathering evidence 
from every possible quarter. 

‘There is nothing that I can say as yet,”’ 
is Mr. Bethea’s answer to every question 
put to him. . 

The federal attorneys at Kansas City and 
Omaha are said to have received the same 
directions from Washington. Those who 
know contend that these are merely the pre- 
liminary moves to a concerted attack on the 
trust. 

One point which the federal authorities 
are investigating is the existence of a 
“black list’’ among the packing-houses. 
If a dealer buys from any packer and falls 
to pay his bills his name is posted on the 
‘black list’’ and he cannot buy a pound 
of meat from any of the companies. Al- 
ready Swift & Co. have had trouble over 
this alleged combination agreement in New 
York City. A number of suits for damages 


/ were begun there by retailers, who claimed 


that the companies, by unjustly enforcing 
this agreement, injured the ‘“ good name, 
credit, and business ” of the plaintiffs. 


Attitude of the Packers. 

Manager Brine of Armour & Co. declined to 
make any statement. The directing head of 
one of the companies admitted that “the 
companies have agreed, almost by intuitive 
assent, not to cut prices, stir up a rate war, 
and ruin the business of all,’’ but when ques- 
tioned for publication he withdrew his state- 


ment and demanded that his name be not. 


used.

PLAN WAY TO FIGHT THE TRUST. 


New Jersey Committee Would Have 
Congress Repeal the Tariff on 


New. York, April 18.—[Specia]. ]—Carl Schu- 
man, John J. Treacy, and George G. Ten- 
nant, the committee appointed by. the twelve 
Democratic Assemblymen of Hudson Coun- 
ty, met tonight in Jersey City and submitted 
a report'of a plan to combat the meat trust. 

The report says that there are but two 
of the companies connected with the trust 


One remedy would be to repeal the 
charters of these companies, but that can- 
not be done until next January, when the 
Legis’ ature reassembles, by which time the 
companies would be reorganized under the 
laws of some other State. 

The proper way to dea! with the trouble, 
the report says, is for Congress to repeal the 
meats and cattle and admit 
them free. The report then reviews the 
causes by which the trust is enabled to 
control the. market, and censures the Attor- 
ney Generals of the United States and New 
Jersey for not enforcing the law against 
monopolies in genera], and also for not pre- 
venting railroad discrimination in rates. 

The report concludes by cal'ing a mass- 
meeting, to be held on Friday, May 2, at

ONDON, April 4.—It is only three or 
four years ago that the six-shilling nov- 

ei drove the o'd-fashioned three volume 
novel out of the market, and already 

the six-shilling novel is threatened with the 
same fat@as its predecessor. The six-penny 
editions have hit the popular taste, and the 
public is asking why it should have to pay 
six shillings for Smith’s latest novel when 
’ it can buy Jones’ latest for sixpence. There 
are many publishers who believe that in a 
short time the six-shilling novel wili become 


wirtually extinct, and that the six-penny 


novel will reign supreme. 

I feel quite sure that this is a mistake. 
For one reason, the six-penny novel is al- 
most invariably printed in small type, with 
a view to economy in the use of paper. Nat-. 
urally the publisher who hopes to make. 
money out of a six-penny novel must pro- 
duce it at the lowest possible cost, and 
hence we may be sure that six-penny novels 
will continue to be printed in small type 
and onthin paper. This fills the oculistand

gerve their eyesight. Young people who 


never think of the dangers of straining their 
optic nerves, who read by dim candlelight, 
and in railway trains, will find no fault with 
gix-penny novels, but people who have ar- 
rived at an age when they prize their eye- 
sight will have nothing to do with them. 

And then there are thousands of people 
who have a fancy for preserving books that. 
they like. To them the six-penny edition is 
unattractive. No man with a proper rever- 
ence for books would dream of forming a 
library of six-penny unbound novels. He 
may be willing to read a six-penny book, but 
if he likes the book he will promptly throw 
away the six-penny edition, but it will no 
more drive out the six-shilling novel than 
the “ Seaside Library ” editions—if they still 
exist—will drive out books at a dollar and a 
half.

In point 
of fact, the time when any man would care 
to read a novel that he carries in his pocket 
seldom arrives. The shop girl and the shop 
boy, on their way to their daily Work, often, 
read in dark and jolting omnibuses, but they’ 
read penny papers and story papers, and 
would never dream of reading standard 
authors. The pocket editions of Dickens and 
‘George Eliot and Thackeray appeal to no- 
body, and they are predestined to be failures 
so far as their publishers are concerned. 

I am glad to see that Mr. Thomas Hardy 
has refused to permit the publication of a 
pocket edition of his novels, and I hope that 
other prominent authors will follow his ex- 
ample. The pocket Is no place for such books 
as “Tess ’’ or Jude.’’ They are to be read 
in the quiet of one’s home, and the man 
who would think of reading them in the 
street or on the train in a pocket edition 
would be entirely incapable of appreciating 
them.

Then ‘why publish 
them? Every writer of stories has in his 
possession scores of plots that he had tried 
and found wanting, but it has never yet 
occurred to any writer, except to Mr. Capes, 
to make a book of worthless plots. It is diffi- 
cult to see what possible purpose the publica- 
tion of a book of abortive plots can fulfill. 
Mr. Capes is a clever man, and I rather pride 
myself on being one of the first to welcome 
him as a novelist, but I can take no possible 
interest in plots that he himself condemns. 
A man is usually supposed to publish the 
best that he has written—not the worst. Of 
the entire collection of plots in*the volume 
there is but one that strikes me as being of 
any value, and even that is not the sort of 
plot which would attract the public were it 
to be made into a story.

Mr. R. Murray Gilchrist has just foub- 
lished a romance that will be a/pure delight 
to a few hundred people and will be regarded 
as unreadable by the public which devours 
the average historical novel. It is entitled 
“The Labyrinth,” and it is most delightfully 
incredible. In its way it is as far removed 
from actual life as was Stevenson’s intro- 
duction to “‘The New Arabian Nights 
that never-to-be-forgotten scene in which 
the young man sells cream tarts.

| PARIS LITERARY CHAT BY GRACE CORNEAU. | 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 
ARIS, April 4—Owing to the mag- 
nificent century celebrations in honor 
of Victor Hugo there has been an ex- 
traordinary literary revival, not only 
of all his works but of everything 
pertaining to the man. Memoirs of all kinds 
have been unearthed, even from the most 
unexpected quarters, and among some of 
these quite a batch of interesting facts con- 
cerning the character and personality of 
the dead poet have been revealed. 

I must/admit, it took courage upon the part 
of the Revue Blanche to publish some of 
these latter memoirs from.the pen of Paul 
Chenay, so closely in touch with Victor 
Hugo, as they are anything but flattering 
to the man, although boundless in enthu- 
siasm for the poet. To edit anything as dis- 
paraging in the face of the eulogies heaped 
upon the memory of the author of ‘* Notre 
Dame de Paris’ shows a temerity of which 


any publisher may be proud. 


When one has finished Chenay’s ‘“ chron- 
ique,’’ as the French say, one realizes that, as 
a man, Victor Hugo was first for Victor 
Hugo and afterwards for the rest of the 
world, a perfectly natural human failing, 
but one wishes Chenay had not painted it so 
vividly in Hugo’s case. One further realizes 
that no miser could have been mre avar- 


icious with his publishers than the great 


writer, whose calculations would have done 
credit to the most mercenary of Balzac’s 
misers; that for his friends he was implaca- 
ble in money matters, refusing to lend some 
of his starving comrades enough money to 
buy them food, although he had thousands 
in the bank; that no father could have been 
more cruel to his child than Victor Hugo to 
his unfortunate daughter Adele, and no 
‘‘cabot,” to quote the boulevard argot by 
which a cheap actor is designated, could 
have been a greater poser in all things, great 
and small, than France’s most honored 
writer. Even the legends of his generosity 
towards children, which have been handed 
down with pious sentiment, have been dis- 
pelled by Chenay, who gives brutal figures 
demonstrating how little vaunted 
generosity amounted to in reality. One reads 
the matter with absorbed interest, and it 
seems like a revelation, although many of 
Victor Hugo’s contemporaries have often 
voiced sentiments coinciding with Chenay’s 
opinion of the man with whom he was so 


long and so closely associated. 
‘ 


Henett de Kester, one of the most worthy 
of Hugo's exile friends, fell ill and after- 
wards in deep misery. “ Despairingly he ad- 
dressed himself to his friend Hugo. The 
latter assumed a grand air, disappeared for 
a moment, and returned with a guinea, which 
he handed Kesler, saying: ‘* This is alll can 
give you, but I pray you never speak upon 
such a subject to me again.’ Kesler died of 
starvation and neglect shortly afterwards, 
when Victor Hugo pronounced a superb 
funeral oration over his tomb.” 

To Chatillon, another friend who sought 
the poet in the hour of deep distress, Victor 
Hugo wrote a formal refusal of aid, although 
Mme. Hugo pleaded for Chatillon, who was 
in a desperate situation. The refusal was 
all the more characteristic of Hugo’s sordid- 
ness, as he had just been paid $60,000 for 
“ Les Misérables,” which he had placed in 
the Bank of Belgium, in which he wasone of 
the big stockholders.

Richard Bagot, the author of “ The Cast- 
ing of Nets,’’ that controversial novel on the 
Roman Catholic Church, has written “A 
Roman Mystery,"’ a story of life in the 
Eternal City, which has considerable inter- 
est and more than one thrill. The mystery 
of the story hangs around the fact that the 
Montelupi, the family of Duke of Branca- 
leone, have for centuries been afflicted with 
a terrible madness, and that every few gen- 
erations some member will be a lupomana- 
ro, a wehr-wolf. The British bride of the 
Duke is warned in advance, but she was 
not prepared for the discovery she made the 
first week she stopped at the Duke’s ances- 
tral estate, nor for the terrible consequences 
of that discovery. This part of the book is 
really dreadful; it is painfully thrilling. The 
tiresome quarrel between ‘‘white’’ and 
“black’’ in Roman society is really in- 
vested with a great deal of interest for the 
reader, and the author draws skillful and 
lifelike portraits of Roman patrician types, 
both clergy and laity. Mr. Bagot writes of 
Italian society with a somewhat deeper 
knowledge of the subject than do Zola and 
Hall Caine. His pictures are more agreeable 
and convincing even than Bqurget’s. 


Pandora,” by Mrs. Salzgscheider (Whit-

| Morfill, ig a carefully written and particular 


book, Mr. Morfill is professor of Russian 
and of other Slavonic languages at Oxford, 
and he has a sympathy for his subject and 
has lent to it picturesqueness as he 
may. His reading has been wide; and some 
of his stories have been gleaned apparently 
from curious sources. More than most Oc- 
eidentals, he has been able to understand the 
excessive, egotistical, brutal and capricious 
character of the ruling Russians; and by 
writing of their whimsical reigns with a 
grave courtesy, has almost persuaded even 
the most prejudiced -reader to give some de- 
gree of consideration to acts which it would 
be easier to denominate as simply insane. 
Even Peter the Great appears absurd, with 


lect and flashes of statesmanship cannot, in 
spite of all he attained for’his country, per- 
mit him to be classed with the western unit- 
fiers and nation builders.

justly blamed, by foreigners who came. from 
the more cultured countries of the West.” 
The long struggle with Poland and the 
complete subjugation of that country is writ- 
ten with stern justice and a frank sympathy 
for the submerged and always courageous 
land. For the English venture in the Crimea 
Mr. Morfill has no admiration. ‘ Very little 
Was really known (by Englishmen) of the 
past history of either Russia or Turkey. To 
the majority of Englishmen England was 
going to rescue the Bulgarians and serfs, 
Who were so attached to Turkey, from the 
onslaught of a cruel despot who had come 
to ravage their homes. Desperate attempts 
were made to render the cause of Turkey 
and the Sultan popular. Those who are old 


mind the absurd books which made their 
appearance at the time, many of them being 
mere collections of malignant anecdotes 
about Russia. Creasy’s ‘‘ History of the 
Turks,"’ which had considerable vogue, 
where it was not directly copied from Von 
Hammer, is a political pamphlet written on 
behalf of the Turks, and cannot be read now 
without a feeling of amusement in the light 
of later events. Even the poet laureate 
caught up the cuckoo cry and gave us a 
spasmodic poem, of which the philosophy its 
much inferior. to the verse.

That exhaustless 
‘strength which makes this half-awakened 
giant the terror of the world—all dreading 
the day when those mighty thews sfiall have 


} tightened themselves for their world labor— 


has not been commented upon. Mr. Morfill’s 
‘book will not be expurgated in Russia; no 
jeaves will be inked out in the office of the 
censor. It is a readable, reasonable, appar- 
ently accurate account of the reigns of many 
Kings. But the significant, furtive, scholar- 
ly life, the fettered renaissance of Russia is 
passed by with—shall one say caution? ©

Only. four volumes have as yet appeared, 
and they deal with Japan. The increasing 
commercial and intellectual interests exist- 
ing between Japan and the United States, 
and the keen stimulation of interest in both 
countries regarding each other, justify such 
a detailed and elaborate history as. that 
which Captain Brinkley has undertdken. 
“There will never again be in Japan,” he 
writes, ‘so faras human judgment can dis- 
cern, any effective reaction against Occi- 
dental civilization or Occidental inter- 
course.”” That the Japanese are more anx- 
tous to be the “tail of the Occidental ox 
than the crown of the Oriental cock,’’ Cap- 
tafn Brinkley has a large suspicion, and it 
is his opinion that Japan is awaiting the 
opportunity to identify herself with the 
western nations, He admits, however, that 
Japan suffered much disappointment when 
it discovered that its victory over China 
acquired for it more consideration than had 
its many long years of earnest effort to get 
abreast of the time by Intellectual methods, 
and that the comment Japan made upon this 
standard was not complimentary to the 
western world. | 
' After the windows of the long closed king- 
dom were once open and the winds of the 
world biew in, the stified lungs could not 
inhale enough apparently of this invigorat- 
ing air. Japan was enraptured with the 
ingenuity of the modern time and confounded 
at the organization of which she now became 
aware for the first time—organisation found- 
ed, not upon principles of exclusion but of 
inclusion.

with more than ordinary interest. One 
of its most striking features is its novelty. 
Of more or less fascinating books describ- 
ing adventures of the chase there has never 
been a lack; neither has there: been a 
scarcity of works on wild animials, their 
lives, and habits. Some of them, like the 
famous books by Mr. Thompson-Seton, were 
doubly interesting by the charming man- 
ner in which the author conveyed to the 
reader his intimate knowledge of the shy 
denizens of the wilderness and by the mas- 
terly drawings with which the author-artist 
had illustrated his instructive and amusing 
books. Mr. Wallihan’s offering does not 
belong in any category of books. It is 
éntirely original and forms a class by itself. 
Armed with his trusty camera, the author, 
accompanied by his wife, who lent him 
such valuable assistance, penetrated into 
the heart of the wilderness, and, with pa- 
tience almost incredible, sought the haunts 
of the wild animals, roaming through the 
virgin forests and over the wide, wide pral- 
ries. Year after year of his life he spent 
in stalking the deer, the moose, the elk, 
the bear, and the prowlers of ‘the feline 
tribe, watching them, studying their habits, 
and: ever on the alert to obtain snap shots 
of those shy and fearsome animals. What 
a fascinating and intensely interesting un- 
dertaking and what a wonderful amount 
of patience and dogged persistence did it 
not require! 
' Hunters who have tried their hand and 
eye. at shooting big game are fully aware 
of the difficulties ‘which add so much Zest 
to that sport. But what are the difficulties 
of hunting big game, even in districts where 
such game is extremely scarce, compared 
with the difficulties to be overcome by him 
who hunts with the camera, who follows 
the trail of those animals, not with the in- 


them. 


so vividly describes will give to the reader 
a fairly good idea of the trials and trib- 
ulations of the photographer following the 
trail of big game. 

‘*Belecting a good place in the cedars,” 
says Mr. Wallihan, “I tried again. From 
my location I could see deer approaching 
within about 800 yards, but when they 
came nearer than fifty yards I had to hide 
myself more effectively and could not move 
while they were passing. One fine day I 
saw a large band come over the hill on my 
trail, so hid myself and waited their ap- 
proach. Here they are, sixty feet away, 
stringing along—does, fawns—but where are 
the bucks? Big does, Mttle does, lots of 
fawns pass by, until about fifty have passed. 
Ah! here come a pair of horns! Now he 
is just where I want him and I whistle 
faintly. He hears it and is not frightened 
but stops short. The shutter works noise- 
lessly (its click at sixty feet will often cause 
a leap that is fatal ‘to success); the others 
are moving, on, so when he can see noth- 
ing to take alarm at he follows. And then 
up walks a monarch whose ‘stately head 
would grace any hall, and I am compelled 
to let him pass without exposing, for I can- 
not move as much as a finger without fright- 
ening him off.” 

. The adventures of Mr. Wallihan were not 
always merely disappointing. While hunt- 
ing the cougar in the Dry Forks country 
he had many exciting experiences and nar- 
row escapes. One day he was stationed in 
a little gulch with his camera walting for 
an opportunity to get a snapshot at a cougar 
that had been treed by the dogs. 
| ** When we reached the tree,” relates Mr. 
‘WalHhan in his book, ‘‘I found that it was 
so thick I coulé@ not get a clear view, so 
planmed to drive him back down into the 
gulch and catch him running. Wells and 
Hardy clubbed and snowballed him for a 
long time, but without effect. Wells was 
at length obliged to shoot off the limb he 
clung to, and that brought him quickly to 
terms. His speed was too great for me 
to snap as he passed, but the dogs soon 
caught him in the gulch. 

, ** Now, I confess I was a little nervous, 
waiting down there, alone and unarmed; 
for he had shown signs of ugliness, and we 
had only part of the dogs on account of 
Pat’s absence. However, I was willing to 
risk the danger for the sake of the picture. 
When the dogs bayed him I rushed up close 
and took a snapshot, but he was backed 
up“in the shadow so that the negative was 
poor. I ran back a few yards, Wells helped 
me turn’the plateholder, and I tried for a 
second picture. Just then he made a charge 
out at me and I need hardly say that I 


him and the rest helped, so I ran up close 
and caught them fighting. Hardy had got 
around opposite me and Wells had closed 
up when the lion charged me, so I caught 
them both at ‘ready.’ Wells then con- 
cluded to stop the fight, so told Hardy to 
kill the Mon, which he did.” 

The material for the book, according to 
the author’s own words in his preface, was 
obtained ‘‘ under the deep biue of Colorado 
skies while the summer sun beat fiercely 
or when the winter cold was so intense as 
to interfere with handling the camera. The 
pictures have been made in the open coun- 
try, outwitting the far-seeing antelope, or 
by river sides, while the author awaited 
with bated breath the near approach of a 
bunch of deer. Again, the work has been 
done in the mountains, where the fawns 
lay hidden, their mothers bounding away 
upon approach, where the fat bucks sought 
the shelter of the oak brush or lay out in 
a point of aspens that the sun might harden 
their horns; where the streams were filled 
with lusty trout; or following the hounds 
in winter on the trail of a cougar over the 
hills and’ cafions of White River, or on into 
the bleak, wind swept ranges of Wyoming, 
matvthing skill with the bighorn or (on skis) 
the lordly elk.” 

Mr. Wallihan began with his first at- 
tempts at, photographing big game in the 
autumm of 1889 and it took him.over ten 
years to get the photographs and other ma- 
terial used in the book together, 

The photographs, which are excellently 
‘reproduced in photogravures and half tones, 
represent many years of persistent work, 
patience, and enthusiastic self-sacrifices. 
ny of them probably could never be 
uplcated, like the one opposite the title 
page, which gives a fine view of a leaping 
cougar in midair. 
. The book is printed in large type on good 


- paper and is illustrated by about fifty pic- 


tures, all of them extremely interesting and 
many of them of rare beauty from an ar- 
tistic and photographic standpoint. An ad- 
ditional feature which greatly enhances the 
interest of the book consists in the fact’ 
that the intro@uction to Mr. Walithan’s 
work was written by the present Chief 
Executive of the United States, Theodore 
Roosevelt. The President, who was only 
Vice President at the time when he wrote 
the introduction, speaks highly of Mr. Walit- 
han’s work and with enthusiasm of the 
sport of hunting big. game, whether witu 
the gun or with the camera.

Spraying—On account,of numerous pests 
that infect rose bushes frequent spraying 
is necessary. The common pests are the 
aphis, mildew, rose caterpillar or leaf roller, 
and yellow leaves. 

Tertilizers—Fresh cow manure, well rot- 
ted stable manure, and chicken manure are 
all excellent fertilizers. Portland soil is 
deficient in potassium, which can be made 
up by using hardwood ashes. Bone dust or 
saltpeters may be used to advantage. 

Watering—In the blooming season water 
should be used sparingly. The bushes should 
be sprayed with water. On the back of rose 
leaves are little pores, and it is as important 
that these be kept open as that the pores in 
the human skin be kept open. 

Mulching—The ground shouldbe kept loose 
and covered by something that will hold the. 
moisture. Grass cut from the-lawn is ex- 
cellent for this purpose. A 

Disbuddirg—A rose bush has only so much 
vitality; hence if we allow too many buds 
to bloom the roses will be inferior. 

Fall Blooming—Allow the bushes to rest 
through July, then water them heavily in 
August for fall blooming. 

Protection im Winter—As a rule roses in 
this climate need no protection, but if they 
have been covered, remove the covering

Young America at Charleston, How- 
ever, Disappointed When President 
- Rides in a Carriage. 


President Roosevelt unquestionably has 
the distinction of being the greatest hero in 
the eyes of the proverbial ‘* small boy "’ ever 
to occupy the White House. At every turnin 
the recent proceedings at Charleston Young 
America was omnipresent. 

It was unquestionably a great disappoint- 
ment to many of the rising generation that 
President Roosevelt was willing to ride into 
Charleston in an open carriage—one who 
writes so graphically of hunting big game in 
the Rockies and shooting Spaniards at the 
head of the Rough Riders. 

There were evidently many who were pre- | 
| pared to see this mountain lion hunter come A - 
riding down Meeting street on a jumping Con 
broncho, in a full suit of buckskin, throwing va 
a lariat at every passing trolley, and with a 
@ix-shooter in either ha sending every 
citizen who put in an appearance hurrying 
to cover. Such was evidently the dream of 6” 
one young hopeful who stood in the crowd 
just in front of a News and Courief reporter: 

‘‘ Hully gee! He ain't him.” 

Sure it’s him.’’ 

‘‘ Ah, gwan;. he’s a preacher; he ain't no 
President, and he ain’t no cowhoy, neither!” 

‘‘ Well, it's him, anyhow. Ain't it, Mis- 
ter?’’ 

A nod of approval brought forth a grunt 
of disapproval from the small boy and the 
significant expression of Hully gee!” 

Another boy was made happy on Tuesday 
and undoubtedly went to bed to dream of 
some day being made President. In some 
unaccountable way—a small boy’s—a young- 
ster slipped in through the horses’ feet, and,

ways in which it has shown itself is that of 
the People’s Bank—an institution that pos- ‘ 
sesses thirteen branch establishments, num- | 
bers 19,000 members, and has a capital of 
over 17,000,000 francs. . More important, 
however, as regards the trade of the country . 
are the associations for production ang sale 
that have developed so enormously of late 
years in connection with agriculture. Asso- 
ciations of the kind in west Switzerland date | 
as far back as the beginning of the last . 
.century. They have to do with the ovro- 
duction of cheese. And they have 
proved so important an adjunct to hus- 
ore ake that it would now be impossible to.do 
without them. In all there are upwards of 
1,400 of these fromageries.”’ 

The most engaging portion of the book, 
however, is that which has to deal with 
Swiss types and characters.

Sam, that is to say, Captain Jinks, hero, was 
ordered to report at the headquarters of 
General Laughter. The commanding Gen- 
eral did little but fan himself. The war- 
horse he attempted to stride fell, crushed 
to earth by the weight. 

As for the further experiences of the hero, 
Captain Jinks, they are curiously mixed up 


spite of its fanaticism and one-sidedness.

Mr. Dixon's narrative tries to make clear 
the conditions which obtain there now, but 
showing the results of the undying race 
hatred, which, fed by license and liberty, 
devastated the whole southland. His tale is 
muddled, however, although his purpose is 
clear enough. It is far too long and is im- 
‘peded by chapter after chapter of extraneous 
matter having nothing to do with the case. 
An editor could readily eliminate 150 of the 
450 pages and leave the book greatly im- 
proved. In construction it is inartistic, 
which fault is accentuated by the introduc- 
tion of photographic portraits from real life. 
One reads 200 pages before there is a hint of 
a love episode, and then the author reveals 
himself as rolling in the bowlders to keep 
the course from running clear. 

Undoubtedly a great deal that has been 
put into the book is taken from life. Many 
of'the incidents read as though they were 
truthful’ transcripts of actual happenings, 
but in the manner in which they are pre- 
sented they likewise read as though they had 
been collected in a lecturer's scrap book cov- 
ering a period of thirty years, and then 
dumped into the book without much heed as 
to their relation to each other orto the nar- 
rative. One is sickened by the feast of hor-
